George It. Hoiolil^ARnd 70, Strnck bj a Train 


aid Carried Oter the Central Bridge. 


From Tuesday's Dally. 


Mr. George 'R Honold, father of Mrs. 


E. A McKenzie, experienced a miracu- 
lous escape from a terrible death this 
morning at eight o'clock^ near the water 
works. Mr. Honold owns 80 acres of land 
south of the Illinois Central bridge and 
west of the Illinois Midland Junction, and 
his son-m-law, E A. McKenzie, owns 00 
acres near by 
The two men farm this 


land, both going to the farm from their 
residence on West Wood street together 
every morning. 
Last Thursday Mr 


McKenzie went 200 
miles 
south to 


purchase 
calves 
for 
the farm, and 


Mr 
Honold, 
who is afflicted 
with 


deafness, was compelled to make tbe trip 
down the Central track alone. A heavy 
fog restei' over the earth 'this morning, 
and Mr Honold had nearly reached the 
north side of the Central bridge,-when he 
was struck by the Illinois Midland local 
freigbt train No. 19, going at a high rate 
of speed in order to make the heavy grade 
on the opposite side of the bridge. The 
o'd man could not see and did not hear 
the approaching train. The train went 
thundering over tbe high iron bridge, 
when Engineer Robinson, who w»s in 
charge of the locomotive, looked out and 
saw the form of a man on the pilot. The 
train was stopped half way between the 
bridge and junction, when Mr. Honold 
was found partly insensible and clinging 
to .the pilot. 
The injured man was 


brought back to the Midland depot on 
the train, where he was plac ed in charge 
of David Priest aud John Latsbaugh. of 
Priest ACo.'s mill, who summoned Dr. 
Cass Chcnoweth to render surgical atten- 
tion 
The surgeon found on examination 


that Mr Honold was not fatally injured, 
and that so |far as he could discover] 
there were no fractures about his head, 
and that none of hia bones were broken." 
The old man received a number of bad 
bruises on his bead, and one of his ankles 
was also bruised. 
His wounds were 


dressed by the surgeon and later Mr. 
Honold, who was perfectly ratione), was 
removed in a hack to Mr. McKenzie s res- 
idence on West Wood street.

MAHONI'S victory in Virginia has 


thrown the South Carolina Bourbons 
ioto a sloogh of despondency, and they 
are looking forward with fearful fore- 
boding to the time when some Mabone 
will rise op in their own elate and over 
throw them. All that is necessary is 
a leader powerful enough, like Mabone 
to divide the white vote. There are 
politicians enough and people enough 
who detest the Bourbon machine, anc 
onoe they are organized under a man 
who baa backbone enough to head a 
revolt they will make short work of it 
and this not only in South Carolina bul 
io other southern states. 
It is not 


imprububle that the Bourbons them- 
selves ma; hasten the event in the 
manner described below. A Charleston 
dispatch to the New York Times says: 
"It is behoved in well-informed circles 
that the next legislature, which meets 
in Columbia on the 22nd inst., will 
hasten the crisis by injudicious legisla 
tion. Among other important meas- 
ures to be discussed and acted upon is 
the report of the constitutional com- 
mission, which recommends that the 
term of judges shall be during good 
behavior; that the state officers, mem- 
bers of the legislature, county commis- 
sioners and probate judges shall serve 
for four years instead of two; that thtf 
county school commissioners shall be 
appointed instead of being, as heretofore, 
elected; that new counties may be 
formed which have more than 25,000 
inhabitants or b* 400 square miles in 
extent. 
A special oommiseion will also 


recommend a revision of the election 
law, and the code oommisiion will re- 
port their codification of the statutes. 
But the main rock in the way of safe 
navigation is that upon which the North 
Carolina Democracy was'ao completely 
wrecked last August—the temperanca 
question. A strong effort will be made 
by the advocates of total abstinence to 
pass a law daring the next session of 
the legislature prohibiting the sale and 
manufacture of liquor in this state. 
Strong drink, especially corn whisky, is 
more generally indulged in in the south 
than in the north. 
Particularly is this 


the case in miasmatic districts, and any 
effort to deprive the masses of this oov 
eted beverage will result in the defeat 
of the party that makes the attempt" 


THE Democrats are comforting them- 


selves with the thought that even if 
the territory of Dakota does contain 
sufficient population to warrant its ad- 
mission into the union aa a state, and 
even if a bill for the admission of the 
territory should pass the bouse, it 
would fail in the senate, because Ma- 
lone and Davis would oppose it. 
And 


.he reason these Democrats know Ma- 
ione and Davis would oppose it is be- 
cause they think these two independent 
senators would not "give themselves 
away" by helping to admit two Bepub- 
ioans from the new state to the senate, 
thus sinking the present importance of 
.he Independent party in that body. 
Phis IB all very well as prophecy, bat 
the bill for tho admission of Dakota 
will be introduced all the same, and the 
chances are that it will pass both houa- 
s of congress and become a law. The 


result of the recent election in Virginia 
does not tend to lessen the respect of 
Senators Mahone and Davis for the 
lepublioan party, and the respect of 
ihu Republican party for Senators Ma- 
icne and Davis.— Chicago Herald.

The excellence of the jury lystem, M. 


» repository of justice and a palladium 
of liberty, is seldom more strikingly ex- 
emplified than it was • day or two ago, 
in ft oase of some interest that wftt 
brought before the circuit eowrt in this 
city. In this instance ten of' the jury- 
men were constrained to yield their con- 
viotioDS to the opposition of the other 
two, and thus to sanction ft verdict con- 
trary to their conscience and belief, and 
technically in violation of their oaths. 
It is true, that oftentimes one intelli- 
gent juryman will serve the cause of 
justice by peremptorily asserting hie 
opinions, and by obstinately holding oat 
against the ignorance and the prejudi- 
ces of his eleven associates : but pre- 
sumably, when the jury-box is occupied 
by intelligent men, at all events, the 
opinion of ten jurymen ought to out- 
weigh and to set aside the views of the 
dissenting two. In the case referred 
to, ten of the jurymen were at once 
agreed in finding a verdict for the plain- 
tiff in the fall amount of damages al- 
lowed by law ; one was for ft somewhat 
lighter reidiot, and one intelligent judge 
of law and of fact, forsooth, was for ft 
verdict in damages against the prosecu- 
ting witness. And yet how often are 
even the issues of life and death given 
into the hands of just snob preposterous 
donkeys as that, when seated in the 
jury-box. 
We suppose that the Anglo- 


Saxon race will never relinquish its 
right to a trial by jury, and probably it 
ought not to surrender it, but the race 
ought by this time to be intelligent 
enough to find some means of to modi- 
fying the jury system that it shall be 
made to operate in conformity with 
reason and common sense, as well as in 
the interest of law and of justice. As 
operated at present, the jury system ia 
Tor the most part a farce, and too often 
it serves as an outrage upon both law 
and justice. There ought to be fewer 
trials by jury, and certainly some means 
should be devised for excluding mere 
aokasscs from jury service. 
In fact, 


no one need be acquainted with th» de- 
tails of law or of law practice, tojtoow 
that our boasted jury system is ip im- 
minent netd of revision.— QuincyWhig.

Tbe first casting for 
the monument—a colossal statue of 
Lincoln—was made at tbe Ames works 
eleven years ago, and since that time 
two groups, infantry and naval, have 
been forwarded. 
Now tbe artillery 


group is nearly ready. The figures are 
heroic in size, and stand upon a pedes- 
tal which will be elevated thirty feet 
above tbe ground when in position. Tho 
first figure is that of a gunner, who baa 
been struck down by a ball, and lies ou 
the ground with a look of intense pain 
upon bis fwse. 
Near by, with his arms 


raised above his head stands a boy gaz- 
ing with horror upon the scene before 
him, while the third figure is that of 
tho captain of the gun, who has leaped 
upon his dismantled piece, and, with bis 
sabre raised aloft, seems to defy hia 
enemies. 
The positions are very natu- 


ral, and the sculptor has succeeded ad- 
mirably in depicting the emotions of 
pain, horror and defiance upon the faces 
of his subjects.. Every minute detail, 
bas been carefully brought out in tho 
work, and the result is veiry satisfactory.

During the past three weeka h 


had been afflicted with cerebral exhaus 
tioB.but only until three days ago wash 
compelled to remain in hia room at th 
reaidence of Mr. A Maxwell in tbe old 
Metlm property on the corner of Nortl 
Mam and William streets, where he am 
his wife had rooms and boarded with th

He was quite sick on Monday

case was hla inability to sleep, but the 
attending physician, Dr. Mitchell, who 
also boarda with Mr. Maxwell, was with 
his patient almost continuously ant 
watched him closely. Mr Evana was 
considered convalescent laat evenmg.bu 
his wife remained at his bedside until 12

again and did not awake until nearly five 
0 clock, when he again arose from lai

throat Mr Evans asked the doctor to 
band him a glass of watei, and while tbe 
physician turned to comply with the re 
quest, Mr Evans waa taken with a vta

1874 and on August 16

The Farce in Judge Cox's Court 


Yesterday. 


Guiteau Playing his Fool's 
Part to Perfection. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The prison 


van in which Gaiteau was conveyed fo 
court this morning was escorted by six 
mounted policemen in addition to the 
two officers who rode upon the van. 
The trip was made without incident. 
After reaching the prisoner's room 
Guiteau partook of a hearty breakfast, 
and expressed himself satisfied with the 
police arrangements made to insure his 
safely. He thought the same precau- 
tions should have been observed at the 
outset. 
The court room was crowded 


in every nook and corner. 


John W. Gaiteau, the assassin's 


brother, was in the court room soon 
after 9 o'clock and obtained subpccnas 
for six additional witnesses. 


None of the gentlemen publicly in- 


vited by Guiteau to assist in his defense 
have yet responded. 
It is understood, 


however, that Scovillo expects to secure 
the services of Trude, of Chicago, later 
in the week. 


Several medical experts summoned 


by the defense are in attendance this 
morning, among them Dr. Rice, of Wis- 
consin, who has long known the prison- 
er, and who, it is said, advised his com- 
mitment to an insane asylum four yeara 
ago on the ground of emotional insanity. 


Guiteau was brought into the court 


room shortly after 10 o'clock, and Mr. 
Scoville resumed his argument. 
He 


called the attention of the jury to the 
plea set up by the defense, insanity, 
and discussed at great length the growth 
and changes of public opinion on the 
•object of insanity and its treatment by 
the courts when set up as a defense in 
criminal cases. He cited numerous 
oases, and rulings in several noted ones. 
He claimed that the plea of insanity 
having been set up by the defense, the 
burden of proof rests witli the prosecu- 
tion. 


At one point in his argument, Mr. 


Sooville, in detailing the more enlight- 
ened treatment of the insane now in 
vogue at the asylums, said: "In other 
words, those in charge of asylums act 
with a little more reason than do the 
inmates." This sally seemed to amuse 
Gaiteau immensely, and a broad smile 
broke over his features, which reap- 
peared two or three times as if his 
mind recurred to It. 
Sooville alluded 


to the prejudice which undoubtedly ex- 
isted against the plea of insanity gen- 
erally, and especially in the case of the 


log insanity, aod each seemed to 
tbe general theory of the public. 


Guiteaa turned uneasily in his ohair, 


•nd, with quick, nervous articulation, 
•aid: '-I never feign. I act myself. 
•ane or insane." 


Without noting the interruption, Mr. 


Sooville alluded to tbe arrest of a mao 
at the time of President Hayes' inaug- 
uration, who was sent to an insane asy- 
lum. "This man," he said, "had as 
folly made his arrangements to kill 
President Hayes aa did Gaiteau to kill 
President Qarfield, and but for his ar- 
Wit might have succeeded." There 
was just aa much ground to indicate 
Gniteau's insanity. "Why," said Soo- 
»mc, ''even President Garfield said, 
Why did this man do it? 
He must be 


insane.' Blame must have believed 
Gmteaa insane." 


Colonel Corkhill here arose and, with 


much emphasis, said : "If you will al- 
low me, Mr. Sooville, the President 
never said he thought he was insane, 
lie thought him sane the all time. Blaine 
never thought him insane. 
Ee has said 


under oath that he believes him sane." 


Mr. Scoville explained that he spoke 


from information derived from the news- 
papers, and would not take issue .on the 
•tatemcot. He then Hook np the his- 
tory of Guiteau'a family, vrho were of 
Huguenot extraction, and who had, he 
•aid, retained to the present day, aa a 
marked characteristic, the sturdy adhe- 
rence to religious convictions, which 
caused the expatriation of the Hugue- 
nots. He asserted .that insanity was 
hereditary in the family, and went onto 
give the story of Guiteau'a life in detail. 
Quitpau appeared to be satisfied, until 
SoovJIle plainly intimated that a lack of 
capacity on Guitean's part had reduced 
his law practice to collections of bad' 
dobti. 


Gu'teau »inced, and Broke out with, 


•"I brought a great many soils, and gen- 
erally gave them all thuy wanted on the 
other side." 


After a moment of quasi-explanation 


to the prisoner, Scovillo was about to 
proceed, when Guiteau', apparently ap- 
peased, waved his hand pleasantly to 
Sooville, and said, "Go on, Mr. Sooville ; 
that'* an interesting storv, and is cor- 
rect in detail." 


Continuing, Mr. Scoville said in ef- 


fect that Guiteau made a good living 
«»d supported bis family at this time, 
and paid his debts. 


Guiteau broke in witb, "I bad first- 


' ~i reference*, aa well as my personal 


-^.^aianoe, and so I got business ; be 
•Uee^UMt 1 had no bad habit* of any 


To iUtutnte Goiteu'i frtak*, and a* 


make a speech upon a certain occasion 
wben.be had been assigned by the court 
as counsel for a prisoner on trial. , 


Guiteau again interrupted in'an ex- 


cited manner, and shouted, "That's ab- 
solutely false ; 1 never tried a case with 
Charley Reed in my life. 
I don'; want 


to interfere with your theory, but your 
facts are ialse. I want the jury to un- 
derstand my peculiarities; that's all 
right. There are a good many people 
who will swear I am insane." 


Receee. 
After recess Scoville resumed his 


story of the life of Guiteau, using the 
expression 
"mentally 
incompetent," 


when Guitean exlaimed: "Not true, 
and can't be shown. I always tell tbe 
truth. 
I had brains enough, but my 


mind waa devoted to theology. That's 
why I ran-behind; there is no money 
in theology. I'm out of that now." 


Scoville related an incident in Guit- 


eau's life, which friends thought indi- 
cated insanity. 
Guiteau'said warmly: 


"1 have beard that story before, and it 
is absolutely false. 
Doo't tell any such 


stuff again." 


Sooville related Guiteau's experience 


during the Moody and Sankey revival, 
and his efforts and failures aa a lecturer 
on religioua subjects, and the lack of 
appreciation showed by his audiences. 
Gaiteau thus explained: "I had new 
ideas on that subject—they hadn't got 
to them at that time. 
I bad ideas but 


no reputation, and ideas wouldn't draw." 


Sooville, while describing Guitean's 


religious experience, was frequently 
interrupted by the prisoner with "I left 
a $5,000 law business to do that, and 
you all know how I made out with it;" 
and again, "Same kind of business the 
Apostle Paul was engaged in. He got 
his pay, and I expect to get mine some 
time out of that book I wrote. I used 
to go around the streeta selling' my 
lectures. People thought 1 was a book 
agent, and I was happier when doing 
that work than ever before. I was 
working for the Lord, not for money." 


Sooville then alluded to Guiteau's 


susceptibility to the influence of woman, 
and said be would talk to any woman 
as long as she would stand and listen. 


"That's not true," shouted Gniteau. 


"I put a notice in ray autobiography 
that any lady who wanted to correspond 
with me who would send her address, if 
she was all right, would be well received, 
and to this I got a response from a lady 
worth $100,000. That was not bad, 
was it ?" 


Sooville continued, "It is true, as he 


says, that one responded, which shows 
there is one woman in the Unhed States 
probably lost to reason, also." 


Tho 
prisoner 
angrily 
exclaimed, 


Wrote her two letters and she wrote 
me two." 
"Yon, (to Sooville), sup-i 


pressed the rest.

feeble but momentary effort to release 
himself, but was instantly jerked down, 
then through the aisle down the stair- 
way to the ground, and dragged to a 
tree a few rods distant, and the rope 
was thrown over a limb and Ed Max- 
well left sVinging betwhen earth and 
heaven, ^.appears that the lynching 
was preco^jped and arranged, and, if 
not participated in by the masses, re- 
ceived their tacit consent. The widow 
of Charles Coleman and Henry Coleman 
and his wife were present and witnessed 
the rescning of Maxwell from the cus- 
tody of the law. 
So rapid were the 


movements of the vigilantes that death 
from strangulation ensued before they 
reached the tree. 


There is intense excitement at Du- 


rand, and even those who do not approve 
of the summary method by which he 
was executed do not give expression to 
their disapproval. There doubtless was 
no more hardened criminal in the land, 
and bis statements and manner of mak- 
ing them showed him to be utterly void 
of all moral faculties.
